• Request for Entrance of Response 

Applicant respectfully requests that the following amendments be entered, and the 
remarks set forth below be considered, as responsive to the office action bearing the mailing date 
of November 5, 2003 (Paper No. 5) ("Office Action"), reformatted to be in compliance with 37 
C.F.R. 1.173 pursuant to the Office Action of June 18, 2004. 

• Request for, and Payment of. Extension Fee for Response to Office Action 

A reply in response to the Office Action mailed on November 5, 2003 was made on or 
about March 5, 2004. In such reply, Applicant requested a one month extension up to and 
including March 5, 2004. A check for $55 (small entity) was enclosed to cover such one month 
extension. A supplemental reply was resubmitted pursuant to the Office Action of June 18, 2004 
in order to amend the reply of March 5, 2004 to be in full compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.173 
(MPEP 1453). In the Office Action of September 8, 2004, it was once more asserted that the

supplemental reply of July 15, 2004 was not fully in compliance with USPTO regulations. Such 
Office Action requires an extension fee to be paid with the resubmitted Supplemental Response. 
Applicant therefore includes a check for $475 for a three month extension of time. 

• Payment For New Claims in Excess of Twenty and New Independent Claims 

In the reply made on March 5, 2004, Applicant, as small entity, added two new 
independent claims which constitute claims in excess of 20 claims. Applicant submitted a check 
therein for $43 X 2 = $86 (new independent claims in excess of three) plus $9 X 2 = $18 (new 
claims in excess of twenty), for a total due of $105. 
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
